IQ.  (SBU)  Seventeen  American  evacuees  and  family 
members  departed  Port-au-Prince  since  February  7 at 
2000  EST;  a total  of  15,723  have  been  evacuated  to 
date.  A total  of  23,000  potential  evacuees  have 
been  accounted  for.  There  are  40  American  evacuees 
at  the  airport.

%2.  (SBU)  As  of  1200  EST  February  8,  there  are  77 
confirmed  American  citizen  fatalities.
